? Sir, (ſaith that witty gentleman) I confeſs it 


© is a fad objection, which I know not how to

to dinner. But I did examine the buſineſs im- 
partially afterwards, and perceive that theſe great 
commanders have groſly abus: d Mr. Chilingworth, 
in laying all the blame upon him, as if he were 
guilty of loſing the out-works, 'the town, the 
caſtle, and all; and therefore I ſhall do Mr. Chit- 


lingworth ſo much right, as to offer ſome conſide- 
rations, which may tend to his excuſe or vin- 


dication. For what tho Mr. Chillingworth were 
the grand Engineer at Gloceſter and Arundel, and 


both projects fail d, the fault might be in the 
officers and ſoldiers and not in the Engineer:

Nay, what if the enemy advance. before the 
Engineer hath quite finiſh'd his works? yet, if he 
hath made them defenſible againſt any ſudden on- 
ſet, and the ſoldiers, which ſhould defend the 
works, quit their trenches, and run all away, be- 
fore any one man be ſlain in the trenches ; ſhall 
the Engineer be blam'd in ſuch a caſe, or the 
ſoldiers, who were ſtricken with fear, when cher 
was no conſiderable cauſe of fear? 

Finally, if the Lord of hoſts, who did ſtrike a 
terror to the very heart of the ſoldiers, do ſhew 
himſelf a God of wiſdom, and infatuate the coun-

ing, patch'd up out of the mouldy reliques of fome moth- 
eaten copes, His friends were entertain d (accor- 
ding to their own deſire) with wine and cakes; 

tho that is, in my conceit, a turning of the houſe 0 
mourning into an houſe of banquetting : All that of- 
fer d themſelves to carry his corps, out of pure

The prelatical men do conceive, that theres 106

Finally, Mr. Chilingworth's bones ſhall reſt with- 
out any diſturbance ; he ſhall not beus'd as Wickhif 
was by papiſts, or as Bucer was ſerv'd by the prela- 
tical faction at Cambridge, who vouchſaf'd him an 
honourable burial in the days of Edward the fixth, 
amo 1551. becauſe they knew it would be an ac- 
ceptable ſervice in the eyes of St. Edward, asJudi- 
cious Hooker ſtyles him; but in the days of queen 


Mary (the firſt of that name) the ſame men pe d 


him out of his grave again, after an inhuman 
barbarous manner: but in queen Elizabeth's days 


the ſame men heel d about à third time, and made 
an honourable commemoration of him again, in 
panegyrical orations and flattering verſes.

into intolerable errors; and there is a kind of natural ſu- 
perſtition ingrafted in the minds of ingenuous men, 
in this great buſineſs : men are apt to ſlide out of their 


civility and blind devotion, into deteſtable ſuperſtition. 


They who began to complement with the-dead at 


firſt, did little dream that their comploments ſhould 


be urg'd as arguments, to prove that we may male 


prayers to the dead: and yet, they who have ſearchd 


fartheſt into the original of that rotten ſuperſtition 


and groſs idolatry, do as clearly demonſtrate my 


obſervation to be ſolid and rational, as if it were a 
truth written with a ſun-beam, Take Dr. Field's ob- 
ſervation upon this argument; Notwithſtanding, 
ſaith he, it is moſt certain that many particular men 


extended the meaning of theſe prayers further, &c— 


and ſo it is true (ſaith Dr. Field) that Calvin' ſaith, 
That many of the fathers were led into error in this

preſented to the true God ? The heathens had
